c.1 BACKGROUND

The United States Department of Agriculture (USDA), Animal and Plant
Health Inspection Service (APHIS), Plant Protection and Quarantine
(PPQ) at John F. Kennedy International Airport (JFKIA), Jamaica, New
York requires two (2) Model VIS-M PerkinElmer advanced x-ray
detection systems.

Terminal 4, the International Air Terminal at JFKIA has been
replaced by a new facility scheduled to open May 8, 2001. Existing
X-ray systems at Terminal 4 does not incorporate the use of x-ray
baggage screening equipment with computer program logic control
(PLC) features that allow for integration with baggage handling
conveyor systems. The ability to integrate x-ray detection equipment
with a baggage handling system, permits the automated tracking,
handling and diversion of target baggage for hand inspection. The
current x-ray systems at JFKIA is a slow and difficult process. It
requires employees to visually track, push, and pull baggage by hand
across roller and ball transfer tables to divert suspect baggage to
secondary inspection tables for examination.

The Model VIS-M advanced x-ray detection systems shall be integrated
with existing baggage control systems located in the PPQ section of
the Federal Inspection Service Area of the International Air
Terminal LLC (JFKIAT). PPQ Officers will utilize the advanced x-ray
detection technology along with an electronic bag tracking and
conveyor system, to interrogate international arriving passenger
baggage, and divert suspect target bags for secondary hand
inspection. These systems shall incorporate computerized advanced
x-ray detection equipment, baggage control systems, and various
motorized baggage conveying devices to eliminate the need to
visually track and physically manipulate passenger baggage while
conducting x-ray screening.

During negotiations with JFKIAT authorities, PPQ agreed to purchase
and install the x-ray detection systems and JFKIAT agreed to
purchase and install the automated baggage control systems. JKFIAT
purchased two (2) automated baggage control systems from Rapistan
Systems of Irving, Texas, and is awaiting PPQ's purchase and
installation of x-ray detection systems to complete the project.
The Model VIS-M advanced x- ray detection system is the only system
that can be integrated with the Rapistan baggage control systems.

c.2 SCOPE OF WORK
APHIS intends to award a firm, fixed-price contract with PerkinElmer
Instruments, for two (2) Model VIS-M x-ray detection systems
complete with four (4) operator work stations (2 for each system),
installation, technical support, training, and training material for
each end user.
